mining undertakings for the purpo.se aforesaid ; 

Provided that the said Wage Board shall not publish, or caus." or allow to be 
published, such accounts, reports and other documents, or copies thereof, or 
extracts therefrom, except with the previous permission in writing of the Central 
Government.
